A new noise, of | particularly 
penetrating quality, has been 
added to the clamour in which 
we live. This may not appear, at 
first mention, to be a matter 
worthy of special comment, for 
the noises of Hong Kong, like the 
poor, are always with us. All 
ure agreed on one point only... 
that our Colony is a very noisy 
place, indeed and whether we re- 
gard this fact with a cestain  na- 
tive pride, with resignation born 
of endurance, or with exaspera- 
tion and irritability, is largely a 
auestion of temperament and the 
state of our nerves. From time to 
time the authorities have been 
stirred into making a somewhat 
half-hearted campaign — against 
the din, but their efforts invari- 
ably fade away after the opening 
bout, ‘The police, who have the 
duty of seeing that such pro- 
hibitery orders as exist, regarding, 
unnecessary noises, are observed, 
would appear to be almost  im- 
mune, for they frequently allow 
the din to continue unchecked, in 
their very ears. Some of the noises 
which assail us are both useful 
and necessary, but only if made 
with ao reasonthle understanding 
of their purpose. It would be

interesting to enquire of some of 
our multitudinous motoring com- 
munity, what they imagine to -be 
the reasons for which’ a motorist 
i intended to sound his horn. Is 
it intended to announce to the 
entire neighbourhood the interest- 
ing news that he is passing 
through?
